Lead  by  Captain  Rovic  Angcll  the  Appalachian  Moun- 
taineers hung  up  their  moleskins  last  fall  after  one  of  the 
greatest  seasons  of  glory  ever  experienced  by  an  Appala- 
chian eleven.  North  State  Champions  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  young  school,  winners  of  other  out- 
standing conference  honors,  and  declared  to  be  one  of  the 
most  sportsmanlike  teams  in  the  realm  of  football  today, 
the  Brewer-coached  machine  had  little  to  wish  for  in  the 
way  of  titles  and  recognition. 

Playing  nine  games  in  all  sorts  of  weather  the  Black 
and  Gold  team  rolled  up  a  total  of  209  points  against  a 
total  of  none  for  their  opposition,  and  the  leading  com- 
bination remained:  Angcll.  Wilson.  Daugherty,  Henson. 
Smith.  Turbyfill.  Rothrock.  Smith.  Adams,  and  Smith. 
The  only  hazy  marks  in  the  annals  of  a  truly  great 
eleven  were  the  0-0  tie  with  the  Carson  Newman  Eagles 
in  a  mire  of  mud  on  the  Mountaineers'  Homecoming,  and 
the  7-0  set  back  at  the  hands  of  the  Mississippi  State 
Teachers  College  Wasps  in  a  post-season  game  in  Gulf- 
port.  Mississippi. 

Although  the  Mountaineers  have  always  been  at  their 
best  as  a  unit  the  fact  still  remains  that  there  were  a  few 
favored  ones  who  were  able  to  distinguish  themselves  by 
receiving  All-Conference  awards.  Among  the  All-Confer- 
ence teams  chosen  this  year  almost  all  of  the  Mountaineers 
received  some  recognition,  but  the  outstanding  glory  came 
to  Wilson,  Angell,  Earl  Smith,  Turbyfill,  Fairley,  Fred 
Smith,   Irvin  Smith,  and  Rothrock. 

Leaving  the  1937  edition  of  the  Appalachian  Moun- 
taineers as  published  by  the  Coaches — Brewer,  Stewart, 
and  Martin  the  thoughts  go  to  the  parting  warriors  who 
have  worn  the  moleskins  for  Appalachian  for  the  last 
time.  Next  year  there  will  be  no  Adams.  Farthing.  I. 
Smith.  Angell.  Stines.  Henson.  Turbyfill  or  Mathews. 
Those  men  have  left,  but  the  spirit  of  the  school  con- 
tinues,— "Appalachian  Marches  Onward!  !   !   .'"

Killing  far  below  the  record  of  the  19  37  gridiron  machine 
the  I'M?  I 'MS  court  aggregation  under  the  tutelage  of  Coach 
llucic  Stewart  landed  in  fifth  position  as  the  conference  drew  to 
a  close  early  in  March.  The  Appalachians  scored  681  points  to 
their  opponents  59  1,  and  they  were  able  to  win  ten  while  losing 
six  and  drawing  one  by  a   30-30  score  with  High  Point. 

Red  Smart,  captain  of  the  Mountaineers,  lead  the  scoring  for 
the  second  consecutive  year  ringing  up  a  total  of  175  points, 
and  Hans  Wagner  hit  the  meshes  for  a  total  of  113  points.  Phil 
Hudson,  ^cc  of  the  Mountaineers,  only  scored  65  points  in  the 
season,  but  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  guards  on  the  All  North 
State  Team.  Smart  was  also  chosen  as  a  forward  on  the  second 
team  in  this  loop.  McGinnis.  veteran  of  two  campaigns  showed 
up  better  this  vear  than  ever  before  as  he  placed  third  in  the 
scoring  with  98  points.  The  other  two  first  stringers.  Stuart 
and  Kaplan  rang  up  totals  of  95  and  85  points  respectively. 

It  was  evident  that  a  weakness  in  the  ranks  of  the  reserves 
was  one  of  the  outstanding  reasons  why  Appalachian  placed 
fifth,  as  the  lour  subs  scored  only  51  points  in  seventeen 
games  averaging  less  than  a  point  per  man  per  game.  Next  yea) 
only  smart  and  Wagner  will  be  lost  to  the  team,  but  it  will  be 
a  difficult  assignment  to  fill  their  shoes  with  as  efficient  and  hard- 
working players.

Wrestling  teams  in  Tennessee.  Virginia,  and  the  two  Carolinas 
quake  with  tear  when  the  name  Appalachian  is  mentioned.  It  is 
with  good  cause,  loo.  for  the  season  just  terminated  marked  tin- 
sixth  season  of  intercollegiate  competition  lor  the  Mountaineers, 
and  their  record  stands — Appalachian  54;  Opponents  ?.  In  the 
past  three  years  the  Watkins' -coached  club  has  met  twenty  eight 
foes  without  damaging  its  undefeated  record,  and  during  the  past 
two  seasons  the  Appalachians  have  emerged  from  the  Carolinas' 
A.  A.  U.  tourney  with  the  team  title  with  seven,  and  six  first 
places  in  the  two  years'  competition. 

This  last  edition  of  the  Black  and  Gold  grapplers  was  composed 
of  the  following  lads:  Parks,  Gaskill.  Crooks.  Barnhill.  Norris. 
Wood,  Evans,  Daugherty  and  Smith.  These  men  fought  in  seven 
matches  and  upheld  the  honor  that  is  Appalachians  and  then  went 
farther  to  come  out  of  the  struggle  of  the  A.  A.  U.  fighters  with 
a  record  of  six  wins  in  nine  bouts. 

Two  seniors  leave  the  ranks  to  take  up  wrestling  on  a  more 
serious  scale,  the  opponent  being  Life,  in  the  unlimited  class,  no 
holds  barred.  Another  faithful  member  of  the  squad  for  four 
years.  Pat  Patterson  makes  his  farewell,  and  Appalachian  is  sorry 
to  see  these  men  leave  the  campus.  The  first  two  mentioned  were 
ex-Captain  Jimmy  Crooks,  winner  in  every  bout  except  one  in 
four  years,  and  ex-Captain  Bill  Norris.  winner  in  twenty  out  of 
twenty-four  matches  in  four  years.  Crooks  led  the  Appalachians 
last  year,  and  Norris  was  the  current  leader  of  the  grapplers. 

As  to  winning  teams  in  this  sport  there  is  nothing  left  to  wish 
for,  but  there  is  one  thing  that  the  students  of  this  school  would 
like  to  see  in  the  near  future,  and  that  is — a  few  more  schools  who 
are  not  afraid  of  the  local  wrestlers  so  that  these  men  will  not  have 
to   wrestle  among  themselves  in  order  to  find  competition.

(Coach 
Kidd  (Bowtie)  Brewer  was  chosen  as 
the  coach  of  this  outlay  of  leather- 
pushers,  and  thus  was  this  fair  school 
thrice  honored  by  the  A.  A.  U.  offi- 
cials in  charge  of  the  delegation  from 
the  two  Carolinas.

The 
only  clubs  which  outscorcd  the  Sawyer-coached  team  were  Lenoir 
Rhvne.  N.  C.  State,  and  Eastern  Tennessee  Teachers.  I  home 
burg.
